Most in county 


like slow growth, 


recent poll finds

If the results of a new countywide poll 
reflect general thinking, Santa Barbara 
County residents for the most part like 
the reduced rate of growth, which is 
somewhere the range of between one 
and two per cent. 
But the poll also indicates that North 
County dwellers have more of a taste for 
more rapid growth than do their more 
numerous fellow county residents on the 
more densely populated South Coast 
The growth rate has been going down 
for a number of reasons since 1962, it 
was obvious that it couldn’t keep up the 
record-breaking pace of that year 
approaching 10 per cent. 
In 1963 the working population of 
Vandenberg Air Force Base hit its peak, 
with a force of 20,554. And since that 
year the total has slid downward to less 
than 12,000 a year ago 
The 
leaning 
of 
most 
persons 
responding 
to 
a 
survey 
of 
4,500 
registered voters throughout the county 
was in favor of slow growth, the County 
Comprehensive Plan office in Santa 
Barbara announced in a sort of progress 
report stating that it will publish 
detailed results of the survey later when 
they are approved. 
What's slow growth, exactly? 
“ Well, it’s about one per cent,” 
responded 
a 
spokesman 
at 
the 
Comprehensive Plan off icq. 
Actually, the county’s growth rate in 
1973 fell to 1.4 per cent, and in 1974, it 
dropped further to 1.2 per cent. 
The reasons for the dropoff in the 


growth rate in this county can 
be 
readily ticked off. 
The recession, high land costs and 
labor costs, 
interest 
costs, 
water 
m oratorium s, 
environm ental 
requirements have all played a part. 
So have some new views of new 
politicians in city halls and on the Board 
of Supervisors, 
and new 
planning 
commissioners on the local and county 
levels 
And don’t forget the on-going Family 
Planning Services. 
Acting County Health Officer Frank 
Cline, Jr. shows that since 1970-71 fiscal 
year 
revenue from Federal grants 
under this program has now totaled 
more than $1 million. Allocation for the 
coming fiscal year is another $188,100. 
Also, Santa Barbara city’s latest 
governmental decision to keep within 
the framework of maximum 85,000 
population (now about 73,000) isn’t apt 
to excite growth much, either. 
As for the latest county “ growth 
survey,” some of the facts are these: 
(1) 
Lompoc 
and other 
Fourth 
Supervisorial District areas, and the 
Santa Maria area in the Fifth District 
sent 
back answers to the 
survey 
preferring a moderate — rather than 
slow — rate of increase. This is seen as 
in the two per cent range. About 77 per 
cent of those queried responded. The 
survey could indicate public feelings on 
controversial issues to he taken up by 
the county’s master plan now under 
revision. South Coast area response was 
for tighter growth rontrols than many 
in the North County wish. 


Doctors' boycotts spreading 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - A doctor’s 
work boycott spread to urban areas of 
Northern California today in an effort to 
force quick legislative action on soaring 
malpractice insurance rates. 
“ It’s a foregone conclusion this will 
ultimately extend to the entire state of 
California," said Dr. Sanford Marcus, 
president of the San Francisco-based 
Union of American Physicians and 
Dentists. 


Faced with a doctor s work stoppage 
that 
may 
spread 
statewide. 
Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. this week is 
expected to decide whether to call a 
special legislative session to deal with 
skyrocketing 
malpractice 
insurance 
rates. 
Doctors said they were expanding the 
12-day boycott to include San Mateo, 
Santa Clara and Sacramento counties. 
The physicians are seeking relief from 
insurance rate hikes of up to 600 per cent 
from last year. 
A Los Angeles medical association 
said similar action may be taken this 
week in an area from the Tehachapis to 


the Mexican border. 
In the San Francisco area, 3,000 
hospitals employes have been laid off 
because of plummeting patient loads, 
and another 2,000 were expected to out 
of work in a few days. . 


Assembly Speaker Leo T. McCarthy 
said Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. should 
make a decision early this week on 
whether to call a special legislative 
session. McCarthy warned doctors not to 
expect immediate reduction in rates 
even if a special session takes place. 


The legislature has already sent the 
governor two malpractice insurance 
“ pooling” measures designed to assure 
that California doctors will not be left 
without coverage. 


A weekend telegram to the governor 
from the East San Francisco Bay 
Hospital Conference said “ 43 acute 
general hospitals in Alameda, Contra 
Costa and Solano counties are in critical 
condition because of ... the crisis. We 
estimate a daily loss of $300,000 and a 
reduction 
of 6,000 employes.”

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Teamsters may strike 


over farm labor bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — About 25,000 Teamsters may 
strike farm operations in four western states because Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr .’s farm labor bill has prompted the 
Western Growers Association to halt negotiations for a new 
contract, union leaders said today. 
Ralph Cotner, the Teamsters’ organizer of agricultural 
workers, said 130 growers in the association used the 
governor’s legislation as their reason for breaking off 
negotiations Friday on a contract which expires July 15. 
Unless a new contract is signed, Cotner said at least 25,000 
Teamsters would strike in California, Arizona, New Mexico 
and Colorado. Another 25,000 Teamster workers could join 
the strike when subsequent contracts expire, he added. 
“ Gov. Brown must be held responsible if we are forced to 
strike,” Cotner told a news conference. 
The strike would affect all types of vegetable harvests, he 
said. 
Meantime, hundreds of Teamsters and members of Cesar 
Chavez’ rival United Farm Workers demonstrated on the 
Capitol steps, engaging in shouting matches over which 
union was the true representative of farm workers. 
"Cesar Who?” read one of the placards carried by the 
Teamsters while the UFW sympathizers waved red-white- 


and-black union flags. 
Cotner said passage of Brown’s farm labor bill would 
mean that more than 50,000 farm workers immediately 
would lose benefits won in previously negotiated contracts 
because the measure would void all existing contracts. 
The latter provision is the chief reason why the Teamsters 
oppose the measure, which has won the endorsement of 
Chavez and growers. The Teamsters have contracts with 
about 400 growers compared to the UFW’s 14. 
Cotner said it would take about two years before secret 
ballot elections could be completed under Brown’s bill and 
until then workers would be toiling without a contract and 
losing many benefits the growers would be unwilling to 
provide. 
“Gov. Brown must bear the blame,’ Cotner charged. 
"A produce strike will be the first incident in what we 
know will be a long and costly fight to keep some order in a 
farm labor situation that, regardless of what the governor 
says, has been comparatively stable during the past two 
years,” he said. 
The bill fashioned by Brown has been hailed as an historic 
accord between Chavez and growers that could end strife 
and violence in the state’s $10 billion farm industry.

Gen. Tran Van Tra told a news 
conference last Thursday the Viet 
Cong’s 
Provisional 
Revolutionary 
Government would drop the word 
“ Provisional” from its title after the 
vote. 
“ When there is a general election 
there will be no more ‘Provisional,’” the

U PI Saigon bureau manager Alan 
Dawson and UPI Asian news editor Leon 
Daniel signed the dispatches. It was not 
known if the reports were censored 
Gen Tra, in his news conference, 
vowed to take over all property owned 


by evacuated U.S. citizens "because 
American imperialism has not honored 
its commitments” to the 1973 P a r i s 
peace agreement. 
The general promised a “ policy of 
leniency” toward South Vietnamese 
refugees who fled the country before the 
Communist takeover. 
“ Our government will continue to take 
care of every Vietnamese at home or 
abroad, with the exception of a number 
of reactionary ringleaders or people who 
continue 
to

im p e ria lis m ,"

VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI) - The Communist Pathet Lao moved today to seize 
control of the loyalist military forces in Laos. 
The Pathet Lao already had seized control of the cabinet and Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, the neutralist prime minister, went on the rad» to try to stem panic and 
public fears about the deteriorating situation 
Vietnamese, Indian and Chinese, fearful of a Communist takeover of the last non- 
Communist nat»n in Indochina, were fleeing the country in large numbers, severely 
disrupting its economy since they control most business here 
In Washington, a State Department spokesman said there were no plans to 
evacuate the 1,000 Americans now in Laos 
The Communist move to take over the military came from Kham Ouane Boupha. 
the new Pathet Lao Defense Minister He issued a communique over national radio 
which forbade movements of loyalist troops or war equipment without Defense 
Ministry orders and warned of punitive action against any units that did not obey 


The communique also demanded military units declare their loyalty to the 
coalition government and the National Political Consultative Council controlled by 
the Pather Lao

in the fringe benefit 
program to $681 per teacher. 
In a press release last Friday, LFT 
said the latest fringe offer was not 
adequate m light of a district-estimated 
$1.6mill»n reserve fund and $1.9 million 
in the so-called windfall monies. 
For its part the district has noted the 
schools will be operated in 1975-76 on a 
budget that will run into a $12 million 
deficit of expenses over revenues.

Pair clash over pollution and everything else

One of the more curious episodes that is happenmf these days 
on the Board of Supervisors concerns two Democrats whose 
philosophies are. to say the least, diametrically opposed 
Thev are Frank J Frost, whose moves to inhibit growth 
particularly the residential tract variety - have made him the 
target of powerful business interests in the county, and Harrell 
Fletcher, who makes no hones about the fact he is carrying on in 
the conservative image of his Santa Maria predecessor. Curtis 
Tunnel 1 
Thev are both Democrats and from then on the resemblance 
fades Curiously enough. Tunnell was a registered Democrat also 
during years serving on the board but changed over to the 
Republican side before the Nixon Administration debacle 
The board named Frost and Fletcher to work out the status of 
the county's Air Pollution Control District in their respective 
areas Needless to say. because of their vastly differing views on 
air pollution controls’ they haven't been in close communication 
with one another, at least that is the impression given by their 
statements and opposite stands on the question lately 


Fletcher, who earlier m the year referred to Frost as a friend 
with whom he had worked on the County Central Democratic 
Committee previously, has come out ahead in their jousting to 
determine the future course of the county in pursuing controls 
over bad air 
Fletcher — with the backing of board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie. Supervisor James M Slater and Supervisor Robert E. 
Kallman — has had his way in getting the board to state its 
preference to coordinate its efforts with smaller San Luis Obispo 
County rather than align with Ventura County in a unified new 
district 
Also. Fletcher has won his fight to keep the board from going 
back on an amendment to county regulations which is aimed at 
permitting major north county industries to fall back on higher 
sulfur content fuel when natural gas supply is interrupted again 


Frost voted on the other side in each instance, citing State Air 
Resources Board refusal to accept the board’s decision on the use 
of sulfur content oil and rapping the conservative majority on the 
board tor taking a posture that he felt wasn't credible any more in 
the state's view 
The Santa Barbara supervisor aired what he felt was Fletcher's 
real reason for turning to San Luis Obispo County, whose border 
isn't far from Fletcher s home city Frost said — and Fletcher 
denied — that the north county supervisor wanted no part of 
alliance with Ventura County because its new controls wouidn t be 
in harmony with what Frost calls the “air polluting industries" of 
the north county. 
Fletcher took the position Santa Barbara County has more in 
common with the lesser-developed San Luis Obispo County than 
the more heavily industrialized Ventura County 


When Santa Barbara Supervisor Kallman agreed with this 
position, that meant three votes on Fletcher’s side with Chairman 
Beattie riding along with them They got an unexpected fourth 
vote from Supervisor James M Slater 
All the smoke over this issue may be academic, due to pending 
legislation and the need for the county to get state approval to pull 
the south coast out of the South Coast Air Basin which includes 
Ventura and Los Angeles 
The Fletcher Frost imbroglio goes on, however, in other 
directions Frost recently intimated launching of legal action to 
contest Fletcher’s seat as one of two members of the board on the 
a 


tonal Coastal Commission The other board member is 
man, and Frost cites a prohibition against two supervisors 
from the same county serving on the commission 
It all goes to show that Democrats on the Board of Supervisors 
are an unusual breed There haven’t been many of them on the 
board, in modem times at least. George Clyde, predecessor to 
Frost, was one, and he and fellow Democrat Tunnell fought for 
years until Clyde retired and handed over his conservation battle 
gear to Frost over two years ago 
Supervisor Slater makes the third Democrat on the board But 
you can’t really say that Democrats control the Board of 
Supervisors Slater, like Frost, hardly ever says anything nice 
about fellow-Democrat Fletcher.

Hospital 
Administrator William Delgar- 
do said there jvas “ no unusual 
absenteeism" over the week­ 
end. 
Termination 
notices 
were 
sent by the county to eight 
doctors Saturday and 13 were 
mailed Sunday, notifying them 
they were considered to have 
“ abandoned" their jobs. 
County regulations state that 
any employe who does not 
report for work for three days 
without checking in or provid­ 
ing a doctor’s note confirming 
illness is considered to have 
abandoned his job. 


Charles Dan Grindell, a field 
deputy to Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn, 
said 
the 
county 
is 
“ willing to be flexible" in 
considering applications by the 
fired doctors reapplying for 
their jobs. 
The dissident doctors said 
they were striking the facility 
to protest inadequate patient 
care and low salaries. A seven- 
page list of criticisms —topped 
by five “ immediate" demands 
—was submitted to the county, 
including

Kissinger looks to secret 
diplomacy for Cuban thaw 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The matter of ending U.S. and Latin 
American sanctions against Cuba must for now be left “ a little hit 
to secret diplomacy,” says Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 
But Kissinger, meeting with foreign ministers attending the 
Organization of American States' general assembly this week, 
said Saturday “ a general understanding" has b e e n reached 
among members on how to deal with the 11-year-old economic 
sanctions. 
The OAS assembly goes into formal committee sessions today 
and will elect a new secretary general today or Tuesday. 
Paraguayan Foreign Minister Raul Sapena Pastor withdrew his 
candidacy for the post Sunday, virtually assuring the election of 
Argentina’s ambassador to the United States, Alejandro Orfila, to 
succeed Secretary General Galo Plaza. The other candidate is 
Dominican Republic Foreign Minister Victor Gomez Berges. 
Kissinger left open the possibility that the 1964 trade embargo 
may be ended at a special hemispheric conference later this year 
“ We are coming to some understanding on how to proceed," 
Kissinger told reporters after a meeting with Latin American and 
Caribbean foreign ministers. “ I don’t expect any concrete 
decision here... but we will have a general discussion on Cuba." 
Asked whether there is now a scenario for OAS or U.S. action to 
lift the Cuban embargo, Kissinger said: “ I have the impression 
that there is and I think it will become apparent during this 
sessidn. We have a general understanding of where we are going

Chaffee, but officials expected 
the camp would reach its 20,000 
capacity by today.

Farm labor accord 
may bring peace to 
California's fields 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) — Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. has 
struck an historic accord between growers and United Farm 
Workers leader Cesar Chavez which may end strife and violence 
in the state’s $10 billion farm industry. 
When Brown first unveiled his farm labor proposal a month ago 
Chavez at first denounced it as “not betrayal, but close." Other 
labor groups opposed it. 
After 100 hours of negotiations last week, Brown came out with 
a compromise bill calling for secret ballot union elections and it 
zipped through its first and perhaps toughest legislative test. 
Supporters now predict the legislation will become law in time 
for next year’s growing season. 
“I think an historic moment is drawing near not only for people 
in agriculture but for people of this country," Brown said shortly 
before the senate industrial relations committee approved the 
measure on a bipartisan 5-1 vote. 
The committee was considered the bill’s most arduous hurdle 
since its members have been sympathetic to Chavez’ bitter union 
rival —the Teamsters —and growers 
But supporters concede forceful opposition by the Teamsters 
and the Building Trades Council still could derail the landmark 
legislation. 
“No one has anything to fear ... if they (union leaders) can win 
at a secret ballot election,’’ countered Rose Bird, Brown’s chief 
farm labor negotiator. 
The Building Trades Council is upset because the measure 
would take away their jurisdiction over construction on farms. 
Chavez’ major concession was the bill’s sharp restriction on 
secondary boycotts, which he used successfully to pressure 
growers into signing contracts after nationwide grape and lettuce 
boycotts. 
Under the legislation, harvest-time strikes would be permitted 
and workers would be allowed to vote for “no union. " 
A five-member state Agricultural Relations Board would 
supervise elections. 
“We have the framework to resolve the disputes that inevitably 
arise in farm labor," Brown said.

New rules allow murderer 
to marry while in prison

SAN LUIS OBISPO <UPI>- 
After a six year courtship, 
JoAnn Ames, 27, and Frank 
Hubbell, 28, will finally be 
getting married —even though 
Hubbell is serving a prison 
term for murder. 
Until recently, California has 
not allowed its prison inmates 
to marry, except under special 
circumstances. However, the 
California Adult Authority is 
expected to approve new rules 
making such marriages easier. 
One of the special circum­ 
stances 
previously 
required 
was that the couple had been 
living 
together 
before 
the 
inmate went to jail, but under 
the new guidelines, only three 
r e q u i r e m e n t s 
w ill 
be 
mandatory: 
The couple must be of the 
opposite sex; an inmate with a 
history of violence against the 
opposite sex or a history of 
mental 
ailments 
must 
get 
psychiatric clearance; and ap­ 
plicants must know each other 
for at least six months. 
Jerry 
Enomoto, 
state 
Department 
of 
Corrections 
director, said under the new 
rules, Hubbell and Miss Ames 
will be allowed to marry in 
June. They plan a modest 
ceremony June 9 in the prison 
visitor’s room. 
Hubbell and Miss Ames met 
at a USO dance in May, 1966 
when both were in the Army at 
Ft. Gordon, Ga. They dated a 
few weeks, had a fight and 
weren’t speaking when Miss 
Ames was shipped out to Ft. 
Leonard Wood in Missouri. 
The month after they met. 
Hubbell and a friend went 


absent without leave. After 
“ bumming around" the coun­ 
try, they went to Oakland, 
where Hubbell’s grandmother 
lived They tied and gagged her 
and took her car plus $200 
She died of 
strangulation 
from the gag and Hubbell and 
his friend were arrested three 
days later in Oregon. Hubbell 
pleaded guilty to first degree 
murder and was sentenced to 
life. 
His partner was also 
imprisoned for murder. 
Hubbell wrote Miss Ames 
and told her about his crime 
and they have corresponded 
since. He proposed to her in 
1969 and she accepted, but 
prison 
rules 
forbidded 
the 
marriage. 
Both 
say 
Hubbell 
has 
changed greatly in prison, and 
is no longer rebellious or an­ 
tisocial. He said he changed in 
1970, when Miss Ames moved 
from Seattle to be near him 
Since then she has visited him 
on Saturdays and Sundays, they 
correspond and he calls her 
once a week 
Hubbell 
is 
scheduled 
for 
parole April 1,1977. 
Miss Ames’ parents approve 
of the marriage, have visited 
Hubbell and have invited the 
couple to live with them in 
Shakoppe, Minn They say they 
will help Hubbell get a job after 
his parole. 
Miss Ames said she is not at 
all frightened about marrying a 
convicted 
murdered, 
“even 
though he did such a thing 
“ He has changed since," she 
said. “ When I first met him I 
felt he had a chip on his 
shoulder, but I feel he has

B F Smith president of the Delta Council, a farm group serving 
the Mississippi Delta region, said farmers are able to get 
fertilizer, but only at “ tremendously increased costs 
“There are two possible effects.’’ he said. “ One. it s going to 
increase production costs 
Two, with the high prices (of 
fertilizer i, farmers in some cases may try to make fertilizer go a 
long way and not put out as much as they should to get optimum 
vields.”

Raymond Casey, director of economic research for the Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation, noted that prices of nitrogen fertilizer, 
made from natural gas. have gone up 70 per cent and said 
fertilizer use is likely to go down, reducing yields of some gram 
and food commodities. 
“ It will not be serious, but it will be reflected in higher prices 
for the consumer,” Casey said 
He said supplies, though short, should be adequate. 
Nebraska Agriculture Director Glenn Kreuscher said fertilizer 
supplies are 
not nearly as tight” this year, compared to last 
year’s barren stocks, but said prices are “ very, very high ’ He 
predicted that, because of falling grain prices and President 
Ford s veto of the farm bill, less fertilizer will be used 
However, a spokesman for the Minnesota Department of

Baltimore's Fells Point: 
Bicentennial restoration 


BALTIMORE < UP1 > — The Fells Point section of Baltimore, in 
the 1700s, was a mix of mansions and narrow modest homes, 
taverns, old hotels, shops, markets and warehouses In one home, 
the young slave Fredenck Douglass learned to read and write 
Fells Point was the nation’s largest shipbulder by 1800. The 
Clippers carried the coffee, spice and tobacco trade and wreaked 
havoc with the British Navy and merchant ships during the 
Revolution and War of 1812. 
The community, laid out in the 1700s with such English names as 
Shakespeare and Thames, is one of two historic sections of 
Baltimore undergoing restoration 


Today they are being restored by a group that wants to recreate 
the way of life when the wealthy sea captain lived next door to the 
humble workingman. 
The two areas are both National Registered Historic Districts 
Fell’s Point is where Baltimore's maritime commerce began, 
and Federal Hill, across the harbor, was the last line of defense in 
the British attack on Fort McHenry in 1814 and was fortified by 
Union troops during the Civil War 
They contain the largest number of “ American Federal houses 
left in the nation and their original residents built the city. 
“Their everyday acts of building ships, loading them and 
unloading them, sailing in them and waiting for those who sailed, 
played a very important part in the building of our country,” says 
a brochure distributed by the area's preservation society 
“TTie record of this life exists today chiefly in the houses m 
which they lived and the buildings in which they did business .” 
These buildings, of the late 18th or early 19th century, typically 
were narrow, two or three story row houses in flemish bond brick, 
and are one of America’s classic architectural styles. 
Facing partial destruction in the 1960s by highways and urban 
decay, local residents, joined by wealthy socialites, middle class 
suburbanites, and artists fought the highway and began restoring 
the homes. 
“ Don't let anybody tell you that it’s cheap,” said Mrs. Jane 
Sprenger, who spent 150,000 to authentically restore her 19th 
century rowhouse on Federal Hill. But Tony Norris, restorer of a 
small rowhouse in Fell’s Point that has original hardcarved chair 
rails, stairwells and fireplace mantels, said “ I've got to spend 
only $10,000. It’s all I’ve got.” 
Restoration may sometimes involve bizarre discoveries. 
Dr. Walter Hepner, restoring an 18th century sea captain's 
mansion, dug into the basement and found a buried skeleton. 
Examinations revealed a man had been secretly murdered early 
in the 19th century.

Clyde T. Sutton, 58, has been 
getting out and cleaning up 
other people's litter on his free 
time ever since he took the job 
as chief probation officer for 
the City Court of Atlanta in 
1968 
He says it's an excellent way 
to stay in shape, bending over 
picking up beer cans and 
discarded wads of paper which 
people throw from car win­ 
dows 


“ I’m not a physical fitness 
nut,” said Sutton. “ Nor am I an 
environmental nut. What I am 
is a man who found a way to 
keep his body fit and do a good 
deed at the same time. ” 


A trim and healthy-looking 
six-footer, Sutton rises at 4:30 
each morning so he can get an 
early start on his one-man 
cleanup 
detail 
before 
he 
reports for work and opens up 
the court at 8. On weekends, he 
and his wife, Virginia, clean up 
the streets near their home. 
“ I have had this back trouble 
and I know that the real 
problem was that I didn’t use 
my back enough,” he said. 
“ There’s no question about the 
exercise helping my back It 
also helps your circulation.” 
A 1938 graduate of West 
Point, 
Sutton 
commanded 
infantry in the Pacific in World 
War II and served 15 months in 
the Korean War. He was a 
member of the Korean Military 
Advisory Group from June, 
1950, to August, 1951, where he 
was awarded the Purple Heart, 
Combat Infantry Badge and six 
campaign stars. 
In 1956, Sutton achieved the 
highest score ever made on the 
U.S. Army’s Physical Fitness 
Test. 
“ It would be punishment for 
someone to tell me, ‘Stay in the 
house and watch t v h e said. 
“ I just have to remain active. 
It helps me feel better and 
sleep better, and it makes for a 
longer life. 
“ In the Far East where 
people don’t have cars and the 
women carry loads on their 
heads, back trouble is practi­ 


cally unknown The reason why 
more of us should use mass 
transportation is it gives us the 
opportunity to walk to and from 
bus stops 
It’s better than 
stepping from the kitchen to 
the carport and from the 
carport to the kitchen 


“Some people even say we 
ought to purposely get off the 
bus at a stop not the closest to 
our home so we would have to 
walk more ’’ 


Sutton estimates that he 
picks up about seven barrels of 
litter on an ordinary weekend 


“That would be about 200 
pounds a weekend,” he said “ I 
guess it would be about five 
tons a year on weekends alone 
and about 10 tons a year if you 
figure downtown and weekends 
together.” 


Sutton said most of the 
people he encounters either 
greet him warmly or call out 
encouragement 
from 
their 
vehicles as he goes about his 
daily rounds. But once he was 
accosted one morning by two 
young toughs who made off 
with a pair of grass shears 
which he used to trim the 
overgrown weeds along the 
roadbed. 


Another time, while picking 
up in broad daylight near the 
state Capitol, he had to climb a 
grassy bank to avoid two other 
youths who obviously had evil 
intentions. 
But Sutton finds pleasure and 
relaxation in his avocation and 
he says he intends to stay at it. 
“ Where else can you get out 
and stay active without it 
costing you a cent?’’ he said. 
The exercise is paying off for 
Sutton He was recently asked 
by his superiors to explain why 
he hasn’t taken any sick leave 
in 16 years.

Although

holdups and victims 
kicked as they lay 
under its menace. 
But as Judge McCarthy put it; 
“The message is going out to every 
comer of this city that if you commit an 
armed robbery you better be aware of 
the consequences.” 


As he was led off, one of the young 
thugs complained that “It’s not fair, it’s 
just not fair.” 


Obviously the young robbers, as most 
court observers, had expected a lesser 
sentence, like a few years 
doing 
penance with the California Youth 
Authority. If there were more Judge 
McCarthy’s giving 10 years to life in 
state prison to armed hoodlums when 
they’re caught, the nation wouldn’t be 
arpiing so much about gun control. It 
wouldn’t be necessary. And it wouldn't 
be Page One news. 


There’s a lot of talk and discussion 
about the use of energy these days and 
the latest comes from the British news 
service Reuters. They report that people 
can heat their house by making love.

Court vacancies 


The footdragging of Governor Jerry 
Brown with respect to some 50 judicial 
vacancies is wreaking havoc with court 
calendars throughout the state. Already 
so clogged it is not unusual for a wait of 
two to three years from filing to trial in 
non-criminal matters, the courts in 
some 
areas are 
falling hopelessly 
behind. Some of the worst hurt are the 
«nailer counties, such as Butte, where 
they have ceased setting civil cases 
altogether, as its two judge court 
struggles to accord Uk^ charged 
criminally with “speedy” trials. 
Rumor has it that the ^vemor has 
been influenced by the notion that he is 
saving the state |1 million a year on 
every judicial post he keeps vacant. 
Admitt^y, there is a dollar savings but 
it is something under $100,000 annually, 
juice’s sali^ and those of the clerk and 
bailiff cimsidered akmg with the cost of 
a courtroom and incidentals. 


There 
is 
something 
far 
bigger 
involved 
than 
governmental 
dollar 
savings. That is that for government to 
work, all branches of government must 
provide dfective service to the pec^le. 
If remedies are not readily obtainable 


through the judicial process the whole 
system will fall. This goes beyond the 
problems created for individuais who 
suffer financial loss because of the 
inability to gain redress through the 
courts with reasonable dispatch 


And it is too simplistic to attribute the 
governor’s delay in filling the posts to a 
desire to save money. Word has seeped 
out of the office that Brown is more 
motivated by a desire to compel the 
courts to re-examine its practices with 
a view to greater efficiency. He is 
bothered by the fact that numbers of 
judges have been multiplying by an 
almost five per cent annual rate. He 
feels the “unmanageable caseloads’’ 
could be managed by the present judges 
with better organization and more 
effective self-regulation. 
Whether his criticisms of the courts 
are valid or not, the same assessments 
could be made of the executive and 
legislative branches. But it remains that 
vast improvements have been made in 
court organizations and practices. Some 
years ago Senator Edwin J. Regan, now 
an a{^llate justice, made a searching 
examination of the courts and proposed 
a 
number 
of 
const ructi ve 
recommendations. Most of them were 
adopted and have been implemented by 
the work of the Judicial Council and 
Judicial Qualifications Commission. If 
there 
is 
still 
need 
for 
more 
improvements 
the 
proper 
way 
to 
determine 
that 
would 
be 
a 
re­ 
examination 
by 
a 
new 
legislative 


cOTimittee. 
Leaving that aside, the fact is that 
modern society is much more suit prone 
than former generations. Society itself 
has contributed to that. So, too, has the 
Legislature and various administrative 
agencies. Much of their law is so ineptly 
drafted 
it 
invites 
judicial 
determinations. 
So the conditions of the courts cannot 
be waved away by blaming it upon 
inefficient court procedures or the 
proclivity of lawyers to file suits. Nor 
will 
the 
withholding 
of judicial 
appointments force a change. 
Meanwhile the citizens are suffering. 
On so simple a matter as a divorce, 
litigants are being denied their rights to 
di^sitions because of overburdened 
court calendars. 
Only the insurance companies, and the 
like, welcome the delays. Why settle out 
of court when they know the suit cannot 
be heard for many years? Meantime 
they 
have 
the continued 
“earning 
power’’ use of the money. This in itself 
adds to the clogging of the court 
calendars. It perhaps could be relieved 
by the requirement that interest shall 
attach from date of the damage. As it 
stands interest starts from date of 
judgment if an appeal is involved.

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Offshore fault probe 


A new seismic portrait of the Central 
Coast has been pieced together by a 
young earthquake scientist, with the 
help of a computer. 


One of his most 
intriguing conclusions 
is that the 90-odd mile 
Hosgri fault, which 
skirts close to the 
coast 
near 
Diablo 
Canyon nuclear power 
plant 
near 
Avila 
Beach, is active. 
In fact, seismologist 
William 
Gawthrop 
contends, 
this 
recently 
discovered 
offshore rift is active 
enough to have been 
the 
origin 
of 
the 
powerful 
Lompoc 
earthquake of Nov. 4, 
1927. And, he says, it 
probably was. 
Activity this recent, he says, indicates 
Uiat the Hosgri fault is capable of 
causing destructive earthquakes in the 
future. 
Gawthrop works for the National 
Center for Earthquake Research in 
Menlo Park. His* recently published 
technical study is entitled “Seismicity 
of 
the 
Central 
California 
Coastal 
Region.’’ 
Earthquakes in the Central Coast area 
have 
been only dimly understood, 
Gawthrop wrote, because the area lies 
between

Berry’s World 
Is Kissinger the man? 


“Dad, why is it the only thing we can discuss 
calmly is the possibility of Jack Nicklaus win­ 
ning the grand slam of golf?" 


WASHINGTON - 
(NEA) - Dr. 
Henry Kissinger’s usefulness is over. As 
secretary of state. As negotiator. As 
foreign policy analyst. 
He has wit, energy, charm, confidence 
and a way with words. But he is so 
egocentric he is unwilling to call for 
advice in areas in which he is ignorant. 
He is an expert on 
diplomatic and power 
intrigue ui the Europe 
of a century or so ago. 
But 
he 
has 
demonstrated 
he 
knows nothing of the 
military 
and 
diplomatic strategy of 
the Communist world 
of the 1970s. 
Russia, 
China, 
Vietnam 
and 
their 
associates are in to 
the hilt in virtually 
every 
current 
and 
crisis in the world — in the Middle East. 
Africa. Latin America. Southeast and 
Southern Asia. Western Europe. And the 
USSR is building strategic forces which 
may equal or exceed ours. 
Thus the security of this country and 
of those allies with which our survival is 
interwoven, depend on our having as 
secretary of state a man intimately 
familiar with the ins and outs of thinking 
in Moscow, Hanoi, Peiping, Lisbon, 
Pyongyang and Phnom Penh. 


But we shall never know, so long as 
Kissinger is at the State Department, 
what blunders he will commit out of 
ignorance, or what agreements he will 
make based on flawed analysis. For it is 
now clear he is so specialized in his 
knowledge of history he is baffled by 
political systems and strategies not 
employed in Metternich’s Europe. 


The difference between Communist 
thinkiiig and our own is illustrated by a 
conversation 1 once had with Nozaka 
Sanzo, alias CMiano, then head of Japan’s 
Communist party. I had known him in 
Yenan, North China, when that village 
was Mao Tse-tung’s headquarters. “You 
Americans think of war as war and 
peace as peace,” he said. “We think of 
peace as an extension of war. We believe 
it is right and necessary in pence to 
employ the same deceptions, lies and 
tricks used in war to obtain our 
objectives.”

written, 
Kissinger finds this difficult to believe 
— incredible, considering that the fate 
of 
the 
agreements 
signed 
with 
Communists in Laos, North Korea and 
in North Vietnam in 1954, are known to 
everyone who has studied Asia m 
modern times. 


One proof of Kissinger’s inability or 
unwillii^ness to face reality lies in his 
pact with Hanoi on South Vietnam, a 


treaty which duplicated the weakest and 
worst features of the abovementioned 
aborted agreements.

institution has taken the initiative to 
fully study the middle^ground. Either or 
both stations have recorded distant 
shocks from Central Coast temblors 
since beginning operation in 1932.There 
were probably additional quakes in this 
area that were probably not recorded tiy 
either, Gawthrop says. The scientist 
offers that the reason the Central Coast 
is given a low earthquake frequency 
rating on seismic maps probably only 
reflects incomplete information rather 
than

Gawthrop’s

locating Uie epicenters of past Central 
Coast 
quakes 
was 
complicated, 
involving past recorded shocks and their 
timing, reports of geoli^ical events, 
locations of known faults, data from 
various seismic stations. 
The 1927 Lompoc Earthquake has been 
the largest instrumentally recorded 
quake in the region (with a magnitude of 
7.5). Shock arrival times were recorded 
at the Mt. Hamilton and Berkeley 
seismographic stations 
in Northern 
Califomia and at a station in Tucson, 
Arizona. 
The Hosgri runs northwest, roughly 
paralleling the coast, and comes within 
11 miles of the rising Diablo Canyon 
nuclear plant. Several other much 
shorter faults parallel to the Hosgri have 
been located much farther out to sea. 
One of them is called the Santa Lucia 
Bank which, says Gawthrop. could 
chum up a tidal wave in a future 
rupture. But according to Gawthrop, 
t b ^ faults would have been too short to 
result in the shocks recorded during the 
1927 quake. 
It was a rupture along the Hosgri 
fault, from near Purisima Pt. on the 
south to the general vicinity of Port San 
Luis on the north, that caused the earth 
to shift in late 1927, Gawthrop contends. 
The new study may or may not be 
considered authoritative enough to bring 
on a reconsideration of the structural 
design of the Diablo plant. Tito near 
completed power station was built with 
the assumption that the itoarest active 
fault was some 20 miles away. If it is 
now coitoluded that the nearest active 
faults is 11 miles away some changes 
may have to be maite. The plant site 
isn’t likely to be abandoned, though. The 
San Onofre nuclear plant, near San 
Clemente, is very close to the Newport- 
Inglewood fault, which caused a quake 
as recently as 1933. That plant is beefed 
up to withstand sharper quake shocks 
than Diablo was designed for and is 
considered safe by regulatory agencies. 
Up on dry land, the 1927 temblor 
c o u ^ nervousness among Lompoc 
townspeople, but apparently no severe 
damage according to the Nov. 8.
